The fight whicli cn led lui Wednce 
day dates irom tbo giiberaatorial cam 
paign of 1895, when Dr. W. Godfrey 
Hunter, lometimpa termed the "Oura 
"Kboe 8utem»D," vaacludrnun of the 
Republican oanip«igD coinmiltee. A« 
• flMdidal* lor governor Br -dUy did 
kit ewa ranntng, Hit •MMty M • 
ilurappr ami the fort\inale oppoUuni 
furnuhcd Democratic dii- 
■eneiona, gar* Mm • yui advantage 
in the rRce toward which his anitiitinn 
had iucliar<l him fur years. This con 
dition of affairs loft the cliaimaB of 
the exfcutive committee free to UM 
money and maobioe influence in ano- 
}or <lirection. 

How be did lo ia a curiona chapter 
in the political hiatory of Kantuck}-. 
Early in the campaign an eatahlich- 
ncant known aa the LouiiTille Novt-1- 
ty company opened an ofBce oo OM 
f f the main thoroughfares of the Ken 
tacky metrnpolis. Tbia waa Dr Bun 
tM^a private polftieal bireaa. li waa 
maintained at the expense of th* Re 
publican campaign funds, aud ii 
darkly aeoret opatatioDi at* up plenty 
of money. Soon after the T.<f>uisville 
Nuveltj company opened its oilit e an 
»«lkw«BUd activity vai noticed in 
oountifa ordinarily considered hup<- 
)a«B, from a Rapnblioan stan<]p«int. 
Tha iriM* taodeoey of tbis novel 
•Bovement wu to aeoara tba alaction 
of Bcpublican legislators. Th« con- 
toat for State ofBcis waa carried on 
throngb the regular party organiu- 
tioa. The Louisa ill Novalt/'rompa 
ay ha<i but one cud. That was to ob 
tain votes for W. Godfrey Uuntat for 
Uoltad Stataa Baaator. 

▲mldtba wild acclaim following 
the victory o( Bradley^ the aeed of 
fiepublican dlafODsioo sprouted. For

ibongb secret efforts to obtain pledg 
ea from tba two Popnliata.

At that time to mention Deboe as 
a poaaibility for tbe place was to be 
ridli iilt d.
